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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

deterioration of the tubular member and / or wrapping; special technical feature of group 
II is sequentially from each spaced location applying a signal to the pipeline and 
measuring the signal at each of the other spaced locations. See also paragraphs 0015-
